President's Message to the House of Represen 
tattves of Ae United States, 


In transmitting to the Hogse of Represen- 
tatives the documents called for by the rezo:u- 
tion of that House of the 30:h of January, Í 
consider it my duty to invite the atteation of 
Congress to a very important suhject, and to 
communicate the sentiments of the ezecutive 
on zt, that, shoeld congress entertain similar 
sentiments, there muy be such co operation be 
tween the two departments of the government, 
as their respeetive rights and duttes may require 

‘The Revolutionary movement, in tbe Spanish 
provinces in this hemisphere, attracted the at- 
tentton. and escited the sympathy uf vur fellow: 
eitzeas, from its commencemeet. ‘Fhisfeeiing 
was natural and konorsbie to thenr, from causes 
which veed not be commonieated to you. Ht bas 
been gratifying zo all to vee the gererst acquies 
cence which has been manifested, in the puc) 
which the constituted authorities have detineg 
it proper to pursue, in segerd to this eontest. — 
Ascoon asthe movement essumed euch a steudy 
end consistent form es to make the success of 
the provinces probable, the right to which they 
were eutitied by the luw of nations, an equal 
perties toa civil war, were extended to them 
Eech party wus permitted to enter our ports 
with its publie and private ships, end to lake 
from them every articie which was the sabject 
of commerce with other patiens. Our citizens 
also bave carried on commerce with both par 
ties, and tbe government hus protected it, with 
each, in articles not contraband of war.— 
Through the whale of this contest, the United 
States have remained neutral, und heve fa fiil- 
ed, with the utmost impartiasity, all the obli 
gstions incideut to that character. 

‘I'nis conte:t bes now reached such a state, 
and been attended with such decisive success 
en the part of the provinces, thut it merits the 
must profound considerstion, whetber their right 
to the rank of independegt nations, witb all che 
advantages incident to It, in their iatercourse 
with the United States, 1e not complete. Bue- 
oos Ayres uvoumed that rank uy a formal de 
claration in 1816, end bas enjuyeo it voce 1810, 
free from invasioo by (he parent cuuutry. 'L'be 
provinces composing tbe Republic ot Columbia, 
efter having separuteiy declared theu getal a 
dence, were united, by as fundemental law vf the 
i7th of December, 1819, A strong Spanish 
force oceupied, at that time, Certain parts of the 
territory within their limits, and waged u de- 
structise war. Thet force has since been repeat- 
ed!y defeated, and tbe whose of it either made 
Prisoners oF destroyed, or expelled from the 
eountry, with the ezeeptioo of an inconsiderabie 
pertion only, which 1e bloekaded in two for- 
tresses. ‘be provinces on the Pacific hase 
likewise been very suceessfal. Chnii: deciared 
independence in 1818, and has since enjuyed u 
undistorbed; and of late, by the assistance of 
Chili eod Buenos Ayres, the revoiution has ez 
tended to Peru. Of tha movement in Mexico 
oar infvrmant ie less authentic; but it is, ne- 
vertheless, distioctly understood, that the new 
government has declared its independence, and 
that there is now no opposition te it there, nor 
s force to make any, For the last three years 
the government of Spain bas not sent « single 
Gorps of troops to any purt of that couatry ; nor 
ie there any reason to believe it will send eny in 
future. Thus itis menifest that all those pro 
vinces are Rot only in the full enjoy ment of their 
independence, but, considering the state of the 
war und other circumstances, that there is not 
the most remote prospect of their being depriv- 
ed of it. 

When the result of such contest is manifest- 
ly settled, the new governments have a claim 
to recoguition by other powers, which ought not 
to be resisted. Ciril wars too often eacite feel- 
ings which the parties cannot control, The o- 
pinion entertaiaed by other powers, as to tbe 


result, may aszuage those feelings, and promote 
an accommodation between them, usefal and 
bonorabie to both. The delay which hes beed 
observed In making 8 decision on this important 
vobject, will, it is presumed, have afforded ux 
vnequivocel proof to Spain, as it mast have done 
to other powers, of the high tespect éntertainct 
by the United States for her rights, and of tlcit 
determinatien not to interfere with ther. The 
provincen be.onging to this hemiephere, gre our 
Delgst "s, and hare soccessively, as each por’ 
vor Ff elie country acquired its independence, 
pressea In:ir vecogeition by an eppeal to facte 
not to he contested, and which they theogh? 
gave them a just titie to it. To motives of in- 
terest thi, government has inyatiab!y disclaim- 
ed ali Bretension, being resolved to take no 
part in the cantroversy, or other measure in 
regard to it, which shugid not merit he sanc- 
tion of the civilized wor'd. Po other claims 4 
just sensibility hes been &lways felt and frankiy 
acknowledged, bet they, in themselves, could 
never become an adeqoste cuuse of action. It 
was INcumbent on this government to look to 
ever \Dpurtent fsct and circumotante, on whica 
ë #Ouud opipion couid be formed ; which hee 
been done When we tegard, then, the greef 
length of time which thie war has been prose- 
cated; the complete success wliich hes sttend- 
ed it, in favor of the provinces; the present 
condition of the parties, and the utter taubiiny 
of Spain to produce any change in it, we are 
compelled (o conciude that its fate is settled, 
snd that the prosinces which here declsred 
their independence, und ara in the enjyment 
of it, ought to be tecagnized. 


Of the visws of the Spanish goverament on 
this subject, vo par:icuter information hes been 
Tecenilyreceived. It may be presumed, that the 
successful progres: of the revolution, through 
such S long series cf years, &eining strengthbeand 
eztending unnaa:iy in every direction, and em- 
bracing, by the lafe important events, wich littie 
eECEPlion, alt the daminions of Spain, south of 
the United Steen, on this continent ; placing; 
thereby, the compieie sovereignty over tie whole 
1 the hands of «he people, will reccocile the pa- 
rent cCoantry toan eccummodation with them, on 
tbe basis of their unqoelified independence. Nor 
bas any eurhentic information been recently 
received of the disposition of other powers res. 
pecting zt. A sincere desire has been cherish 
ed to act in concert with them in the proposed 
tecognitian, of which several were some time 
past du!y epprized, bat it war voderstood that 
‘hey were not prepared for it, ‘The immense 
space between those powers, even thase which 
border on the Attentic, and these provinces, 
mukes the movement an affair of less interest 
und excitemed: to (hem than to us. It is pro. 
vabie, therefore, that they have been less atten 
tive (n ite progress than we have been. It may 
be presumed, however, that the late events wilt 
dispel eii douot of the resnlt. 

In proposing this mieesore, ft fe not eontens- 
p'eted to change thereby, in the stigbtest maa- 
ner, our friendly relations with either of the pare 
lies, but lo oheerve, in aÏl respects, an herctufore, 
shootd the war be continued, the griost perfect 
neutrality between (hein. Of this frieud!y dies 
position en assurance will be given to the ge- 
vernmepl of Spaia, to whom, it ie presumed, ië 
will be, es il ought to be, satisfactory. The mee- 
eure is proposed, under a thorough consictiof 
that it is ID strict accord with the law of mationey 
that it ie Just end right, as to the parties, and 
that the United Stetes owe it to their stetion 
end character in the world, as well as to their 
essential interests, to adopt it. Should Con- 
gress cODCUr in the vieu herein presented, they 
will doobtless see the propriety of making the

A respectable friend has favored us with the 
following copy of an ogreement entered into by 
the merchants of Surinam :— 

Paramaribo, Jan. 18. — We, the vadersigned 
merchants, having this dey met to take intu con- 
sideration the necessity of adoptìng measures 
for the relief of sereral grievances which have 
uttended our vpeculations in American cargoes, 
hase decided aud agieed on the followisg reuo- 


lutiens, binding ourselves, as we do hereby, ia 

good faich and bonour, strietly to adhere to the 

same in the purchase of all cargoes from bie 
ste, viz ;— 

Art. 1, That the masters, on closiag the sale 
of his cargo, shal! faithfully give up for insertion 
in the contract, all and every article appertain- 
ing to the cargo of his vessel; that he shall bind 
hìmself to deliver the whole, and in the event of 
failing to do so, or shall it ever be established 
that be disposes or retails any part thereof, he 
shall forfeit his chance of a retarn cargo, for 
not less than four months por more than sis 
months, according to the extent of the violation 
of this clause ; he is further to be obliged to se 
cure for the merchant the refafal of any and alt 
the adventures which may be on boerd belong- 
ing to himself, officers, or crew, under the same 
penalty. 

Art. 2, The expenses of entering and clearing 
et lhe customs to be furnished by the merchant, 
he debiting the same to tbe cargo, 

Art. 3, The quantity and quality of molasses 
to be accepted or rejected by a person sent in 
the pun: by the master or faetor for that pur. 
pose, and on no plea whatever shall any allow- 
ance be made by the merchants for any alleged 
inferiori:y cf quatity or deficiency in quantity 
on the arrival of tbe pant in town: It being 
aevertheless understood, that the navigable risk 
reste with the meschant. 

We foither engage to ure all convenient de- 
ligence in gaining information of sny master or 
crew that may be clandastinely landing any 
part of bìe cargo, reporting the same to he or 
they concerned.

LOSS OF THE LADY LUSHINGTON INDIAMAN, 

Catcut:a, Aug. 27.—At « late hour yesterdsy 
evaniag we were fevoared with the following 
melaacboly details of the less of the Lady Lush- 
ington,and from which we have learned with 
extreme concern, that several persons hoeve beso 
lost. The sceount of the celamity is from ona 
ef the sorviving sufferers, end we sabmit it 
pearly in his oen language :—'* We sailed from 
Madras on the 5th, and having four passengers 
to laud at Coringe, saw the light-hoase st mid- 
aigbt on the 7ch; tacked ebout, in bopes of 
being able to land the four passengers (abore- 
mentioned) in the morning, bat owing to the 
strong Currenta, we were considerabiy to lee- 
ward of the port by day light; we endeavoured 
two days and e night to regsin the windeard, 
bat finding we oniy lost ground, eest anchor on 
tbe oorthward of Coringe. The surf raa very 
high for two days, so we eould heve no comma- 
uication wich ibesbere; we tried to weigh anchor, 
end drop down to Penticollah, but eli endes- 
voure were ineffectaal, when the ceble parted 
end nigbt hed comè on. The ceptain Ksve or. 
ders te etend oul bo see vatil twelve o'clock at 
n'ght, end thea teek in to the lend; she chicf 
giate took the commend of the deck et midnight, 
and thinking we bed sniied vo far from the land 
that we could not possibly serch it before day- 
break, the ship tacked—n breeze heving sprong 
op we wers alesmed by the ship striking elighe- 
iy on the send about four o'eloek in the morn- 
ing. Notbing can paint the distressing scene ; 
the high land was just perceptible, and arery 
wave driving oter tbe ship added to oar horriùle 
situmtion. In half en heur &very mast was ovar 
the ship’e side (to leeward) ; the ship had drified 
intoe tremendous surf, every boat was staved 
in the attempt to lower them, and tbe land half 
e mile on our lee ; we had pothing to trust to 
but the waves, and to place our confidence in 
the Almighty. The scene of horror and distrers 
then became indescribabie, The cries of tha 
females and children were heart-rending. jz 
was said thet the bottom had parted from the 
upper-works. Every person was naked, and up 
to tbe middle in water, and the distress was 
increasing SYErY moment. Three spersof wood 
were gol OVEr the side, on which sis persoas, 
ipcladiog MYself, providentialiy reached the 
shore ; but WE were so much exhausted, that 
had not tbe natives come to oor assistance, tba 
return of the sorf woaid have carried us out 
again ; we found on the sbore a sailor who hed 
been wasbed Overboard, to whom the safery of 
vo many lives is owing: he fortunately epoke 
the lang0®5®, and suceeeded in E*ting four ca- 
tamarans from the shore to the sssistance of the 
sofferess; & large boat was got off, bet could 
get no nester than one hundred Yards, and with 
difficulty Was keptabove water. At elaven the 
ship parted across the contre, and all the crew 
and passeDBEr8 were obliged to get on the masts 
to hate the ship as a breakeater, from wbich 
many wert Washed away, being eo fatigued they 
could not bod on, The catamarans kept at 
work ootil two o'clock, when tbe wind increas- 
ed so (bet they couid not get naar the wreck, 
aod had afterwards to desiet, findiag it im pos- 
sible to be of fosther ese. A Frenchman, hie 
wife, end (Wo daughters, with twe of the Crew, 
were seen O0 (he wreck; at four o’elock the 
stern paited, on which the French lady with 
her eldest duughter reached the bore; the fe- 
ther with tbe other duagbrer perished, ea did 1e 
two sailers, One of whem was seem et dark 
sticking te the remains of the bows, which were 
held by the aochors. The shere for sis miles 
was strewed wich the bip and cargo. The 
number lost wes 22. The ship perted in two 
stil A. M., und before evening scarcen vestigen 
of her was Vvisibie, Mrs, Resceau, who waa 
saved, was on the stern, and her uofortenete 
husband was on tho steem wkem sbe peried. 
The situation of the sarciunre is asid to bete 
been truly deplorabiez ali were neerlg without 
clothes. The commander is acquitted of aib 
bleme””—luisz Gazette.
